Asserts ‘“You Couldn’t Run 
Peanut Stand Without

‘TIME FOR BUNK 
AND TALK TO END’ 


G. O. P. Nominee Expect- 
ed to Campaign for Draft 
Bill Unless Measure Is 
Passed Soon. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie urged today 
that President Roosevelt appoint a 
chairman of the National Defense 
Advisory Commission and added 
that the group “should be delegated 
some authority” by the President. 

The Republican presidential nom- 
inee advocated also, in a discussion 
of preparedness problems at his 
press conference, that the Presi- 
dent make public the report of the 


former War Resources Board 
which Edward R. Stettinius Jr. had 
headed. ‘ 

“It is time for bunk and conver- 
sation to end and time to get the 
machinery going,” Willkie con- 
tinued. 

The Defense Advisory Commis- 
Sion is a seven-member group, but 
no chairman has been designated. 
Willkie commented: 

“Anyone with the most elemen- 
tary understanding of the function- 
ing Of an organization knows that 
no organization can function effec- 
tively without an executive head. 

“No President, no matter how 
able, with all his other duties can 
possibly give time or consideration 
to all the problems that such a 
board has to solve. 

“This board at once should be 
given some statutory authority and 
some delegation of authority by the 
President.” 

How Businéss Does It. 

“There should be appointed a 
chairman so that day-to-day prob- 
lems of production can be decided,” 
he said. “That’s what you do in 
business. That’s what you should 
do when any nation faces a prob- 
lem such as we have in national de- 
fense.” 

He said that if William 8S. Knud- 
sen, one of the board. members, 
was named chairman, “he would 
have planes, tanks and so forth 
rolling off the assembly line in 
much better time.” 

“You couldn’t run a peanut 
stand,” Willkie said, “if you had 
five employes without a directing 
head who could devote his time to 
the business.” 

Among a long line of visitors to 
Willkie’s campaign headquarters 
today was former State Senator 
Frank Harris of Pennsylvania, who 
urged Willkie to make a labor 
speech in Pittsburgh. 

The hotel in which Willkie’s of- 
fices are situated was picketed by 
Young Socialists carrying placards 
urging the Republican candidate to 
debate with Norman Thomas, So- 
cialist nominee for President. 

Informed of the picketing, Will- 
kie told reporters that he had taken 
no cognizance of the challenge, but 
added: 

“If Norman Thomas can get the 
President to do it, we'll have a tri- 
party debate.” ‘ 

May Talk for Draft. 

Willkie probably will make a 
speech soon urging passage of con- 
scription legislation unless Con- 
gress acts quickly, it was disclosed 
at Republican headquarters.

GERMANS USING 
UNE - TON BOMBS 
IN SMASHING AT 
BRITISH INDUSTRY 


Destruction Under Way in 
Earnest, They Assert — 
Fringe of Berlin Attacked 
by Raiders, Damage Re- 
ported Small. 


BERLIN, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
‘*Preliminaries’’ of the Battle 
of Britain are over, the authori- 
tative Dienst aus Deutschland 
said tonight, and ‘‘now begins 
the planned destruction of in- 
dustrial plants essential to 
war.”’ 

Berlin, meanwhile, had its 
first air raid in today’s early 
morning hours. Officials re- 
ported no bombs were dropped 
in the main part of the capital 
although the city’s 4,000,000 
population was kept. in shelters 


for three hours. 

Even as German spokesmen ex- 
plained that the use of 2000-pound 
bombs in last night’s raids on the 
British arms and aircraft produc- 
tion centers of the industrial Mid- 
lands meant destruction was be- 
ginning in earnest, swarms of Nazi 
planes roared across the English 
Channel on a 380-mile front to 
smash at Deal, Folkestone, Canter- 
bury, Cambridge and Tunbridge.

A new air attack on Alexandria, 
British base, also was carried out 
with all Italian planes returning, 
a communique said.

Three German Crews Saved. 

The crews of three German 
planes shot down off Folkestone 
were rescued by British motor life- 
boats. A Spitfire which shot down 
one of them circled slowly over the 
victims until the lifeboat reached 
them. 

At Folkestone the Germans 
swooped out of the sun and the 
townspeople saw the bombs leaving 
their racks as the raiders dived 
within a ‘ew hundred feet of the 
rooftops. 

As three'escorting Messerschmitts 
turned for home they dashed by 
Dover for their daily sport of “bal- 
loon-potting” and shot down two 
of the big cable-bearing bags. 

In the pre-dawn hours the sky 
over one southeast town first was 
lit by flares, and the raiders or 
raider then dropped seven or eight 
bombs; which fell in a residential 
district, killing several persons and 
injuring others, 


Family of Six Killed in Home. 


Casualties reported so far from 
German raids last night in the 
Midlands included: 

A man, his wife and four chil- 
dren, all: killed when a bomber 
scored a direct hit on their home. 

Several persons were killed when 
a bomb landed directly on a shel- 
ter, blowing it so high it fell on 
the roof of a neighboring house, in 
which an entire family was wiped 
out. 

The Air Ministry said municipal, 
industrial and residential property 
was damaged in the Midlands raids, 
All the fires were either extin- 
guished or under control by morn- 
ing, it added. 

Observers in one raided Midland 
city said the attack was the most 
serious the place had undergone, 
both in terms of duration and cas- 
ualties, but details could not be 
given. Twp factories were hit 
there, it was said, but neither seri- 
ously damaged. 

In a southwest town three chil- 
dren were killed this morning by 
a delayed action bomb while play- 
ing around a hole it made when 
dropped during the night. 

An Air Ministry communique, 
meanwhile, announced the total 
number of German aircraft downed 
yesterday had reached 55, with 13 
of their own lost. 

(Berlin put British losses at 72 
planes and German at 14.) 

The Air Ministry news service 
asserted 43 of the German craft 
destroyed were brought down § in 
one of the war’s most terrific air 
engagements near the great naval 
base of Portland. 


British Raid on Berlin. 

Today's fresh assaults followed 
a thundering early morning raid on 
Berlin by British planes after five 
attacks on London within little 
more than 48 hours. 

In their first major drive of the 
war on the German capital, the 
Air Ministry announced, Royal Air 
Force planes dumped bombs on 
Berlin armament factories, while 
other formations raided additional 
military objectives in the Ruhr 
and elsewhere in Northwest Ger- 
many. 

German officials reported the 
British bombers came over in four 
waves, but dropped no bombs on 
the city proper and only a few in 
the suburbs during a three-hour be- 
fore-dawn air raid alarm. 

The British Air Ministry said to- 
night the raid on Berlin was aimed 
at “selected military objectives” as 
well as anti-aircraft batteries and 
searchlights on the outskirts of the 
German capital.

British Lose Five Pianes. 

The Ministry said the British 
flyers were hampered by bad 
weather at Berlin and that five 
planes had failed to return from 
the widespread attacks. 

Hardly had the British bombers 
returned to their bases before Ger- 
man flyers began raining fire 
bombs over a wide area of Wales 
and Southeast England. 

Most of the incendiary bambs 
dumped on Wales struck in fields 
without causing serious damage or 
casualties. High explosive bombs 
were dropped on the northeast 
coast, but the only casualty was 
one soldier injured slightly. 

Earlier, the British bombers fly- 
ing over the channel crossed paths 
with Nazi night raiders who 
bombed a town in the Midlands, 
industrial center of England, caus- 
ing some Casualties including “a 
few people killed.” 

Sunday Raids on England. 

This night of raid and counter- 
raid. followed a Sunday of assaults 
on the south of England, the Mid- 
lands, Northeast England and Scot- 
land. Bombs fell in several places 
on the outskirts of London, but the 
Air Ministry said they caused but 
“small fires and damage to prop- 
erty.” 

R. A. F. sources declared their 
bombers would not hesitate to at- 
tack and bomb “military objectives” 
in the Berlin area, but insisted 
raids such as that early today must 
not be merely retaliatory. 

“If the opportunity to bomb ord- 
nance works or electrical factories 
around Berlin presents itself, you 
may be sure we will take advantage 
of it,” these informants said. “But 
we are not going to bomb civilians 
or go in for ‘terror attacks.’ They 
waste bombs, gasoline and men, the 
result is a few hundred civilian 
dead who do not impair the Ger- 
man war effort.” 

Some Clamor for Repritals. 

While London surveyed the dam- 
age of the latest Nazi blows at this 
center of empire—one shortly be- 
fore midnight and one shortly aft- 
er—two morning papers supported 
the reprisal campaign. The Daily 
Mail announced 45 per cent of its 
mail contained readers’ “bomb Ber- 
lin” suggestions, while the tabloid 
Daily Mirror featured a cartoon of 
a bomb bearing a tag labeled “to 
Berlin:” 

But three other influential pa- 
pers—the Times, Daily Express and 
Daily Telegraph—maintained the 
R. A. F.*should attack only mili- 
tary objectives. 

Such attacks, the Government 
said, were carried out on a large 
scale Saturday night. Apparently 
they continued last night, for radio 
stations in four German cities 
abruptly went off the air and 
watchers on the southeast coast 
saw flashes of anti-aircraft gun- 
fire and heard explosions indicat- 
ing a bombing raid on Nazi long- 
range gun batteries along the 
French channel coast. 

Earlier, three loud explosions in 
the Dover area led residents to be- 
lieve the German big guns had 
opened fire again. 

Check of London Damage. 

Of the two week-end series of 
night attacks on London, those of 
Saturday-Sunday appeared to have 
been the more severe, Several hun- 
dred bombs were dropped and 
caused at least two large fires, in 
the financial and the warehouse 
districts. Sections of the city were 
roped off. 

The high explosive, incendiary 
and scream bombs dropped last 
night and early this morning 
caused “only emall fires and dam- 
age to property” in “the outskirts 
of the London area,” the Govern- 
ment announced. 

However, two policemen were be- 
lieved to have been killed during 
the second raid by a bomb which 
burst in a roadway. Four bombs 
loosed by a night raider in a resi- 
dential area shattered the windows 
of a parish church. 

Raiding planes dropped flares to 


light up their targets and then 
loosed their bombs. One raider, 
which dropped scréam bombs, was 
reported to have been shot down 
this morning. 
Attack on Portiand Base. 

London was only one of the Nazi 
targets yesterday. The day’s larg- 
est air battles occurred near the 


coast of Dorset, the area which 
includes the naval base of Portland, 
There the Nazis launched two at- 
tacks, the first of which the Brit- 
ish said resulted in defeat for the 
main attacking body when 34 of 
130 Nazi aircraft were shot down 
and others were damaged severely. 
This foray and the subsequent one, 
in which “at least” three raiders 
were destroyed, apparently were 
aimed inland. 


There were violent explosions and 
fierce anti-aircraft fire in North- 
east England. where a single raid- 
er’s bombs killed several persons in 
one town. Other attacks were re- 
ported in the south, the industrial 
midlands and in Scotland, 


In a southeast town 25 pumping 
machines were needed to fight fires 
started by incendiary bombs which 
fell on a school, a brewery and a 
lumber yard. 


Portsmouth, which, together with

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DESTROYER SUNK 
BY ENEMY MINE, 
LONDON ADMIT 


Announcement Does Not 
Say Where the Hostile 
Went Down or How 
Many Lives Were Lost. 


LONDON, Aug. 26 (AP).—The 
British destroyer Hostile has been 
sunk by an enemy mine, the Ad- 
miralty announced tonight. 

The Hostile, one of the “Hero” 
class, was a 1340-ton vessel with a 
norma] complement of 145 men. 
mpleted in 1936, it was cap 
able 36 knots and mounted four 
47-inch guns and eight torpedo 
tubes It cost about $1,500,000. 
Ronald Cross, Minister of Ship-

Nazis Say U-Boat Sank Destroyer 
and Convoyed Ship. 
BERLIN, Aug. 26 (AP).—The 
German high command reported to- 
day that a submarine had slipped 
into a convoy and sunk a British 
destroyer of the Viscount class and 
a 7000-ton merchant vessel. 


The communique further said: 

“A submarine commanded by 
Commander Roesing sank 46,170 
tons of enemy shipping space. The 
submarine thus, on two long-dis- 
tance cruises, sank a total of 88,- 
856 tons. 

“Another U-boat shot four mer- 
chantships of approximately 30,000 
tons from a strongly protected con- 
voy.”

present war was a piddling affair

Another fire, apparently the one 
which lighted up the heavens in 
such an alarming way, was just 
about equally serious—a warehouse 
was destroyed. 

In another place a fairly large 
screaming bomb had landed among 
the graves of an old cemetery, 
scattering shattered tombstones 
over the turf and blasting windows 
out of a dozen broken-down slum 
houses. Seven persons were hurt 
and enly one went to a hospital.

ROBOT TELEVISION 
TORPEDO PLANE IS 
BEING DEVELOPED 


Inventor De Forest Says It 
Could Be Used as Bomber; 
May Be Ready in Year. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 26 (AP).—Dr. 
Lee de Forest, inventor often called 
the “father of radio,” said yester- 
day that development of a pilotless 
television torpedo plane on which 
he has been working might be com- 
pleted within a year. 

The device, he said, would pro- 
vide the United States miiltary 
forces with an inexpensive means 
of obtaining information by aerial 
surveys and also would act as a 
robot bomber. 

Dr. de Forest came here from 
his home in Los Angeles and con- 
ferred with U. A. Sanabria, presi- 
dent of the American Television 
Laboratories, whom he _ credited 
with being the originator of the 
idea. The device is being tested 
at the army’s Wright Field, near 
Dayton, O., Dr. de Forest said. 

The torpedo plane could be made 
from inexpensive plastics and 
would require no armor, because 
it would carry no passengers, the 
inventor explained. The flight could 
be idrected by radio from a mother 
ship 10 miles or more away and 
out of danger, he added. Television 
cameras could be placed in the 
nose and a bomb carried beneath 
the fusélage. 

A television transmitter in the 
device could send pictures of the 
terrain below to the ground base 
and the mother ship, where opera- 
tors would be able to sight for 
bomb targets and maneuver the 
torpedo plane to avoid attacking 
fighter craft. 

The inventor explained the ship 
would be defenseless and probably 
would be shot down, but it would 
be inexpensive and that “the cost 
of training pilots, not to mention 
the loss of life, would be saved.”

Senator Says British Econo- 
mist Then Qualified 
Statement to ‘Everything 
Short of War.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
told the Senate today that Sir 
George Paish, whom he described 
as economic adviser to Lloyd 
George in the World War, had told 
him he was in this country to get 
“everything short of war’ from 
the United States, 

Taking the floor during debate 
on the Burke-Wadsworth Conscrip- 
tion Bill, Wheeler said the British 
economist first told him he (Paish) 
was “going to get this country into 
war” and had been “responsble for 
getting this country into the last 
war.” .

Wheeler asserted he did not know 
whether Paish represented the Brit-

Wheeler’s narration brought an 
immediate demand from Senator 
Glass (Dem.), Virginia, that Paish 
be “put out of the country” and 
an assertion by Senator Lundeen 
(Farmer-Labor), Minnesota, that 
Paish ought to be “sent back to the 
country he represents.” 

“If anyone were to come into 
my office with such a proposition, 
I would drive him out,” Glass as- 
serted. 

Wheeler said his visitor had made 
the statement when he was “on his 
way out.” 

“It seems to me,” Glass said, 
“that the Senator ought to have 
taken steps to acquaint the offi- 
cials of this country with this man’s 
behavior and if there isn’t any law 
to put him out of this country, he 
ought to be put out anyway.”

FOR HOUSNG U.S 
DEFENSE WORKERS 


Would Be Spent Where 
Shortages Are Likely to 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
The Defense Commission asked 
Congress today for $150,000,000 to 
house persons engaged in national 
defense activities. 

The housing would be in areas in 


which President Roosevelt found 
an acute shortage which would im- 
pede defense work. Land for the 
projects would be obtained through 
purchase, gift or condemnation 
The President has allotted nearly 
$30,000,000 for preliminary construc- 
tion of camps for the first 400,000 
young men to be conscripted under 
the pending draft bill. 

The money was set aside by the 
President from the $100,000,000 ap- 
propriation given to him by Con- 
gress to spend on national defense 
under executive discretion. 

The money was transferred to the 
War Department to build sewage 
and similar facilities at the camp 
sites, so that the grounds will be 
ready for the construction of bar- 
racks when Congress passes the 
conscription bill and appropriates 
regular funds for camp 
tion and maintenance. 

Sanitary and similar facilities, of- 
ficials said, took much loger to 
install than the building of the bar- 
racks themselves, and the President 
used his special fund for the pur 
pose to save time. 

The President also asked Con- 
gress for an additional] $53,000,000 
to expand the Office of Education's 
program of vocational training in 
courses essential to defense indus- 
tries. 

Fifteen million dollars was ap- 
propriated for the program in 
June, but the President said in a 
letter to Speaker Bankhead that 
this sum would be expended by 
Nov. 1. 

Roosevelt also requested $20,000 
for experiment stations in the

COMMISION SAY 


Spokesman Asserts 75 Pct. 
of Number Financed Will

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
The Defense Commission reported 
to President Roosevelt today that 
contracts for 6747 army and navy 
planes were outstanding as of Aug. 
17, despite the fact that funds for 
much of the aircraft procurement 


program were still tied up in the 


$5,008,000,000 defense bill. 

The figures were contained in a 
report, based on Treasury Depart- 
ment figures, which was brought to 
the White House by Robert Horton, 


publicity director of the commis- 


sion. 

The report said that, as of Aug. 
17, contracts were “in the works” 
for 3916 army planes, including 2029 
combat and observation planes and 
1887 other types, primarily training. 


For the navy on that date, Hor- 
ton said, contracts had been let for 
2831, including 1221 combat and ob- 
servation, and 1610 other types, 
mostly training. 

Horton explained these figures 


lcovered contracts outstanding for 


planes yet to be delivered. Dates 
of delivery for the planes were not 
disclosed. 

Waiting on Pending Bill. 
He said it was impossible to con- 
tract for planes to fill out the pres- 
ent program until Congress passed 
the $5,008,000,000 measure. 
The report was made public at a 
time when congressional critics 
contended the defense program was 
bogging down. Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, made such a 
statement last night and asked for 
an investigation. Senator Byrd

REGISTRATION OF 
ALIENS TOMORROW 


3,600,000 to Be Finger-' 


printed; Big Cities Ready, 
Some Smaller Ones Lack 
All Equipment. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
Earl G. Harrison, director of alien 


registration, said today the Govern- 
ment was “completely ready” in 
the larger cities to begin tomorrow 
the task of registering and finger- 
printing 3,600,000 aliens. : 

Harrison told a press conference 
that postoffices in some smaller 
cities were not yet fully equipped, 
however, and that “it seems we 
should have had six months to pre- 
pare instead of less than two 
months.” 

Discussing some of the technical- 
ities In connection with alien reg- 
istration, the director explained 
that non-citizens who leave or be- 
come naturalized before the close 
of the registration period need not 
register, and that those who reg- 
ister in order to obtain visas for 
entry into the country, as will be 
required beginning tomorrow, need 
not register again. 

While the law exempts officials 
ef foreign Governments and their 
families, Harrison said employes of 
Embassies and Legations, such as 
clerks, cooks and chauffeurs, must 
register. Filipinos in this country 
also must register, he added, be- 
cause the law applies to all “non- 
citizens” and does not differentiate 
between nationals an aliens. 

Complete by Dec. 26. 

The job will be started in about 
7300 postoffices and is scheduled for 
completion on Dec. 26. 

To finish on time, the depart- 
ment must average 36,000 registra- 
tions daily, because, with Sundays 
and holidays excluded, the registra- 
tion period contains only 100 days 
until the deadline. 

The registration law, enacted by 
Congress as a defense precaution, 
requires that every alien more than 
14 years old present himself at a 
first or second class postoffice or 
a postoffice in a county seat for 
registration and _ fingerprinting.

Poles as servant people. 

Soliciting youth support for Ger- 
manization of the eastern regions, 
Greiser said: “The Pole is the ser- 
vant of the German and will re- 
main it forever.” 

He described “the blood-soaked 
soil of the German East” as “the 
land of our destiny of thousands of 
years in the past and future.” 


DUTCH FREE JEWS

GAYDA SAYS EGYPT 
BY AIDING ENGLISH 
INVITES REPRISALS 


Asserts Italy Has Right to 
Take ‘Defensive Meas- 
ures’ Against “Threatened 
Attacks’ in Africa. 


ROME, Aug. 26 (AP).—Virginio 
Gayda, often [Italy’s editorial 
spokesman, warned Egyptians to- 
day against letting their country 
be used as a springboard for Brit- 
ish attacks on Italian territory. 

The Fascist editor of Il Giornale | 
D’Italia, commenting on British at-| 
tacks on Libya from Egypt, de- 
clared “it is necessary to fix posi- 
tions and responsibilities quite 
clearly.” | 

(Egypt, bound by a mutual de- 
fense pact with Britain, has re-| 
mained a passive ally of the Brit- 
ish. Although Italians have raided 
Alexandria. Egyptian base for Brit- 
ain’s Mediterranean fleet, Egypt 


has said it would declare war only | 
in the event of an Italian attack 
aimed directly at it.) 

| The British have been speaking 
of threatened Italian attacks 
against Egypt, Gayda said, in an 
attempt to drag that country into 
war, 


: 


Right to Defense, 


Instead, he contended, “one must 
speak of threatened attacks by 
Anglicized Egypt against . Italy, 
which has the right and duty to 
take all defensive measures which 
the rules of war may impose.” 


“England cannot demand and 
Egypt cannot allow pretended 
Egyptian neutrality and indepen- 
dence to become more and more 
every day a protective trenchwork 
for British preparations and unex- 
pected aggressive naval, air and 
sea eruption against Italian terri- 
tory in Africa and against Italy 
herself,” Gayda wrote. 

Gayda asserted that the British 
were exceeding the military limita- 
tions of their alliance with Egypt 
by “invading and dominating terri- 
| torial waters, ports, soil, cities and 
camps of Egypt to make them a 
single, formidable instrument of 
war against Italy.” 

“New Surprise.” 

Writing in La Voce d'Italia, 
Gayda warned Britain of some 
“new surprise” in “not many days.” 

Bombing planes which attacked 
Piedmont and Lombardy, in the 
North, on Saturday night, were 
said to have dropped very few. 
bombs, which killed two persons. 
The planes were reported put to 
flight by Italian fighters. 

(The Swiss Government filed a 
new and “energetic” protest at 
London against the British raiders’ 
violation of Swiss territory.) 

Considerable speculation arose | 
‘immediately whether Gayda re-| 
ferred to possible Italian action | 
‘against Egypt, a thrust in the Bal- 
‘kans or to the long-expected Ger- 
'man attempt to invade Britain, 

The tenor of his remarks was 
such that either separate German 
or Italian action or beth could 
have been in the writer’s mind. | 


Greek-Italian Tension. | 


Tension between Italy and Greece 
remained undiminished and Fascist 
officials declined to throw any 
light on the possibility of a move 
against that pro-British neighbor 
of Italian-annexed Albania. 

Some observers thought Gayda’s 
words may have been by way of ex- 
plaining to the Italian public why 
the threatened summer invasion 
of England has not yet been at- 
tempted with the time for winter 
fogs over the English Channel 
drawing near. 

Chiding the English for “being 
jubilant because the British Isles 
have not yet been destroyed,” Gayda 
said he could assure them that the 
German offensive, like the Italian, 
“hardly has started.” 

“Germany's lightning war has 
not yet begun and everything 
which has happened up to now in 
ithe British skies and seas are 
nothing but methodical, necessary 
preparation,” he said. 


Don’t Give Away Plans. 


“Germany and Italy are not ac- 
customed to communicate in ad- 
vance to the British their inten- 
tions, the time and the form of 
their actions. They strike by sur- 
|prise, with means least expected 
but with forces mathematically 
‘certain. . .. It will not be many 
days before the British will find 
ithemselves up against some new 
surprise. 

“This is a calm foreword we give | 
the English, together with advice | 
not to be in a hurry to unfurl their 


flags.”

“If we 
make available to England some 
of our destroyers for use in the 
war, inevitably we enter that war.”

Stimson Urges That Their Posi- 
tions in National Guard Be 
Filled by Others. 
BOSTON, Aug. 26 (AP).—Secre- 
tary of War Stimson said today 
that National Guardsmen holding 
civilian jobs important to the na- 
tion’s rearmament would not be 
called into active military service, 
and urged that their military posi- 
tions be filled by others “before 
the guard units are brought to ac- 

tice duty.” 
“In the event that the National 


Guard is ordered into active Fed- 
eral service,” he wrote to Gov. 
Leverett Saltonstall, “it is import- 
ant to minimize the effect of this 
action ~on other, and equally es- 
sential, defense activities.” 

Stimson said he knew the de- 
cision would involve sacrifice and 
disappointment to many who have 
followed their military avocation 
with enthusiasm, but appealed to 
them to remain where they can do 
the greatest good for the whole 
country.” 

Staltonstall notified Stimson that 
Massachusetts would immediately 
begin a survey to serve as a basis 
for carrying out the War Depart- 
ment’s policy.

OUR thoughtful editorial, “Democ- 

racy: A Definition,” is full of heart- 
ening substance, so diametric to the mo- 
ronic billboard definition that democracy 
is America with Willkie.

A child can 
easily, and falsely, be led to believe that 
democracy is a way of thought. 

Democracy for the child must be more 
than a concept. It must be an improv- 
ing way of life in which he participates. 
He must be taught, and must later see 
for himself, that representative govern- 
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ment does not mean putting the load on- 


the. national or state Senator or local Al- 
derman. 

He must learn that these men are only 
extensions of the people and that they 

ill be as sensitive to the needs of the 
masses as they are made to be. 

Let our schools teach that democracy 
is a method of government which can 
bring enrichment in the physical, social 

+ and spiritual lives of all the people, but 
' that these people themselves must take 
| the responsibility. And let us never stop 
with the classroom, textbook teaching. 
Democracy, for example, has given the 
2000 children and young people with 
whom we work at Neighborhood Associa- 
tion a neighborhood consisting largely of 
rotten houses, dirty streets and alleys, 
filthy ash pits and ash cans, brothels on 
every hand, insufficient playgrounds and 
an assortment of depressing handicaps. 

As a way to a better life, democracy 
has not worked well for them. 

Talking about democracy’ without 
action will breed a generation of theoret- 
ical softies, a wholly unnecessary process 
because there are so many places where 
action is needed now.

REGULATION FOR INVESTMENT TRUSTS. 


The President has signed the legislation which au- 
thorizes the SEC to regulate investment trusts. And 
he made this flourish of his pen the occasion for a 
neat little campaign speech. 

The measure, which had just become a law under 
his hand, reminded him, he said, of the 1935 Public 
Utility Holding Company Act. Did anybody miss the 
oblique thrust at Wendell Willkie of Commonwealth 
& Southern when Mr. Roosevelt held forth on the 
necessity of curbing “these corporate monstrosities”? 
What other purpose could be served by his little 
diatribe on Insullism—five years after the event? 

While he was about it, the President also got in 
a blow for his campaign to make America war-con- 
‘scious. The new legislation, he explained, was an- 
| other step toward “putting our financial machinery 
in good order” so that it may the better absorb the 
shock of crisis. 

There was also a trace of boasting about past New 
Deal reforms and a dash of vote-getting promises of 
‘more reforms to come. So it is understands ble that 
‘the President seemingly had little time for discuss- 
‘ing the new law itself beyond describing it as “an- 
other milestone” on the road toward adequate pro- 
tection for the American investor. 

That it certainly is. The original purpose of in- 
vestment trusts, an idea imported from England, was 
commendable enough. They were supposed to offer 
the investor of limited means an opportunity to put 
some of his money into common stocks and to dis- 
tribute his risk. Unable himself to command the 
resources needed for the diversification required for 
safety and some assurance of a fairly regular return, 


+he intrusted his money to one of these companies 


which was supposed to manage a well-selected port- 
folio for him and many others like him. 

It may have been unfortunate that many Ameri- 
cans became interested in this type of investment 
only during the boom days that ended on 1929's 
Black Thursday. These, of course, went through 
the wringer. However, a few of our older investment 


trusts, displaying discretion and a sense of duty, 
have served their investors better. 

But in many cases, it has been a very different 
story. High-pressure salesmen misrepresented the 
schemes. They did not make it clear that common 
stocks always mean u certain risk. Instead, they as- 
sured customers of definite dividends and a definite 
appreciation of their investment. 

Nothing was said of the commissions and a mul- 
tiplicity of other charges that were loaded on the in- 
vestment so that it might be a year or longer before 
a customer, buying shares on a monthly basis, would 
own even a piece of paper. And, obviously, nothing 
was said of how managers sold shares to the trusts 
to their individual profit or bought them from the 
trusts at bargain prices. 

The stench that was exposed by an SEC investiga- 
tion of this business easily justifies calling it one 
of the greatest rackets ever worked at the expense 
of the American people. 

* No wonder that the reputable men in the field 


clamored for SEC regulation. It is absolutely neces- 
sary not only for the protection of investors, but 
for the safeguarding of their own business. With- 
out such supervision, the sheep must always have 
been suspect because of the goats. 

This law was enacted none too soon, and it now 
takes its place with the major accomplishments of 
the New Deal—measures which went far toward mak- 
ing honesty again the best policy in the money marts. 

The President might well have done some proud 
boasting about this law. Or did he think it would be 
carrying coals to Newcastle? Did he believe it good 
enough to speak for itself—and eloquently? 
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but still an undaunted Indianan who is ready to get 
into the oratorical ring with Wendell Willkie. 
But Wilikte says no. His challenge apparently is 
limited to the champ. Too bad. The two Hoosiers 
could be counted on to give a good show. 
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THE C 1 O IN THE BUILDING TRADES. 

Two officers of the East St, Louis Common Labor- 
ers’ Union (AFL), mow engaged in a bitter fight to 
keep jobs from the CIO’s United Construction Work- 
ers, are ex-convicts. Together with two other union 
officers, they have also been convicted of assault on 
a member of their own organization. 

This is not exactly an unusual situation in the AFL 
building trades. The spotty nature of this industry 
has made it the happy hunting ground of racketeers. 
Price-fixing contractors, manufacturers’ agents seek- 
ing to close markets to rival products, and, of course, 
union strong-arm men have flourished for years. 

Many of the business agents are not union men 
at all in the sense that they once were carpenters 
or bricklayers or plumbers. On the contrary, they 
are unscrupulous characters who have “muscled in 
on a good thing.” The fact that all democracy has 
been squeezed out of organizations like the Car- 
penters’ Brotherhood from the top has made it 
easy to victimize their members. Rank and file 
reform movements meet with short shrift. 

When the CIO entered this field about a year 
ago, it was called an insane move. The building 
trades were supposed to be the bulwark of the tough- 
est group in the AFL, The one thing overlooked 
in this argument was the dissatisfaction of the union 
members with their leadership. Too many were 
“kept in line” only with a blackjack. 

Wisely, the CIO turned first to workers who had 
been excluded from the AFL unions by high initia- 
tion fees and other devices, At the same time, it took 
a reasonable stand with. contractors and, ultimately, 
with the man who was building a home. It realized 
that wage scales making for more building would 
mean a larger annual income than high hourly rates 
that would keep men idle much of the time. 

As a result, the United Construction Workers have 
made surprising progress. Perhaps this union may 
not be able to progress beyond its present peripheral 
position, but the very fact that it was organized is 
a boon to the industry. The old-line unions must 
now clean house or risk the loss of their influence. 
Of course, they can adopt the belligerent attitude 
of the East Side group. However, if they do, they 
will arouse a public indignation that can destroy 
them more rapidly than any rival. As ‘we have said 
before, the time is here for a house-cleaning. 
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THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL ON COAL RATES. 

The Illinois Central proposes to haul Illinois coal 
to the unloading docks of the Commonwealth Edison 
Co. in Chicago at a trainload rate of $1.30 the short 
ton. The established rate is $1.70, This reduced 
charge is intended to offset waterway competition— 
strictly a business matter. 

Yet the Missouri Pacific declares it is unable to 
haul Arkansas smokeless coal to St. Louis for $2 a 
ton in trainload lots as the Frisco is doing. The full 
rate is $2.75. It takes this stand despite the fact that, 
aside from being a business matter, this is a great 


civic enterprise that seeks to rid St. Louis of smoke.

Research Fellow Says 


Correct Interpretation of Ancients’ 
Tree-Shaped Symbol. 


He Has Hit On More 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 26 
(AP).—A Yale University research 
fellow announced today that he had 
discovered how to use a key to an- 


cient knowledge which rationalizes, 
among other things, the Book of 
Genesis and shows that Methuselah 
was not so old as the Bible says. 

Dr. Andrew Efron, 40-year-old 
scholar who fled his native Rus- 
sia ir 1919, said that in the 
light of his discovery, “the ages of 
all the patriarchs, from Adam to 
Noah, must be rectified.” 

“Moreover,” he said, “the legends 
composing Genesis receive a per- 
fectly rational explanation and are 
entirely correct. They reveal to us 
the actual way of cultural-historical 
becoming.” 

While the Bible gives Methuse- 
lah’s age as 969 years, Dr. Efron 
contended that oldest of all Biblical 
patriarchs lived only 192 years. 
Adam died when he was 96 years 
old rather than 930, and Noah was 
a comparatively young man of 48 


when he built the ark and not 600 
years old.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 26 (AP). 
Great Britain has withdrawn its 
troops from China except of a 
handful who are supervising ship- 
ping of equipment. 

Six hundred Seaforth Highland- 
ers left here yesterday, presuma- 
bly for Britain’s chief Far East- 
ern base at Singapore.

One dispatch from Hanoi said 
there was ng unusual Japanese 
activity along the Indo-Chinese 
shores and also denied Chinese re- 
ports that 30 French war vessels 


had gathered at Haiphong, 
pared to resist possible Japanese 


(Indo-China is counted by the 
Japanese in the “Greater East

DUKE OF GUISE DIES: 
FRENCH PRETENDER 


Claimant of Throne’ Had 
Called for “Dictatorship 
Under Monarchy.” 


LARACHE, Spanish Morocco, 
Aug. 26 (AP).—The Duke of Guise, 
66 years old, Pretender to the 


throne of France, died today. 
‘The Duke had been living here 


with his wife, Princess Isabelle of 
Frence, and his sons. He will 
be buried tomorrow. 

Throughout most of his life the 
Duke of Guise was content to be 


a gentleman farmer, with estates 
in France and Spanish Morocco. 

In 1933, however, seven years aft- 
er the death of his cousin, Duke 
Philippe of Orleans, had placed him 
in the role of “Chief of the House 
of France,” he issued a manifesto 
calling for a “dictatorship under 
the monarchy.” 

A year later there was bloody 
rioting in the Place de la Concorde 
in Paris, in which young royalists 
joined with shouts of “Vivi le Roi;” 
(long live the King). 

“The republic cannot go on like 
this,” one of the Duke’s spokesmen 
said. “The next logical step might 
be a dictator. But we have no Mus- 
solini, no Hitler. Why not then a 
return to the monarchy?” 

In November, 1937, the Duke is- 
sued another manifesto, announc- 
ing he had decided to “reconquer 
the throne of my fathers.” 

He denounced Communism, Fas- 
cism and the French parliamentary 
system and advocated a conference 
table solution of labor problems. 

With the collapse of French mili- 
tary power last June and the rise 
of the authoritarian government of 
Marshal Philippe Petain, the pre- 
tender’s claims began to attract 
more serious attention. 

Observers speculated that Pe- 
tain’s assumption of the title “Chief 
of State” might be only a tempo- 
rary device aimed to restore the 
monarchy. It was pointed out that 
Petain himself had been impressed 
by the pattern of Gen. Franco’s 
Spanish Nationalist Government, 
which has “left the door open” to 
restoration of the monarchy in 
Spain.

Ex-Organizer Tells Court Boss

NEW YORK, Aug. 26 (AP). — 
Testimony that George Scalise 
solicited and obtained the support 
of Augie Pisano, Brookiyn rack- 
eteer, and “the mob” in Chicago be-

national Union was given today at 
Scalise’s trial on charges of grand 
larceny and forgery. 

Isidore Schwartz of Brooklyn, 
who last week resigned as or- 

izer of Local 32-A, embracing 
hotel service employes, told of 
Scalise’s beginnings in the union. 

Schwartz is under indictment for 
alleged extortion and conspiracy, 
as is Scalise. 

- Schwartz testified that after he 
had made several futile efforts in 
1933 to obtain a charter from the 
Building Service Employes Inter- 
national Union, covering window 
cleaners in Brooklyn, he took his 
problem to Scalise. 

_ Two months a*ter Scalise became 
active, they obtained the charter, 
he said. 

Says Boss Had Augie’s Aid. 

“IT told Scalise that was good 
work and asked him how he did it,” 
Schwartz continued. “He said Ne 
had got Augie to get in touch with 
some people out there.” 

Asked to explain what he meant 
by “people,” the witness said Sca- 
lise told him Pisano had contacted 
“the mob out there” (in Chicago.) 

Schwartz testified Pisano was 
Bcalise’s “partner” in the division 
of the funds which Scalise claims 
were his commissions for getting 
new members into the union. 

The defense contends that funds 
Scalise is accused of stealing from 
the union were his legitimate 
commissions. 

Schwartz said that when the late 
Jerry Horan, former president of 
the international, was on his death- 
bed, Scalise had Pisano get in 
touch with the “Chicago mob,” to 
see if Scalise could be made presi- 
dent of the international. 

This was in the late spring of 
1937; when Scalise was fifth vice- 
president of the international.

Scalise is accused of the‘t of 
$60,087 of union funds. 

After Pisano had promised to 
“see what I can do,” in‘ regard 
to Scalise’s request, continued 
Schwartz, he and Scalise went to 
Chicago, where they conferred with 
Frank Diamond, Charley Fiaschetti 
and Mike Carrozzo. 

Asked who Fiaschetti was, 
Schwartz replied that Fiaschetti 
was “one of the mob.” 

“Did Scalise tell you anything 
else about him?” asked Assistant 
District Attorney Victor J. Her- 
witz., 

“I think he said Frank Diamond 
and Fiaschetti were relatives of 
Capone,” Schwartz answered. 


CLIPPERS TO CONTINUE BAR 
ON LANDINGS AT BERMUDA 


Statement Made After Hull Says 
U. 8. Is Still Opposed to 
Mail Censorship. 

NEW YORK, Aug. ‘6 (AP).— 
Officials of Pan American Airways 
said today that pilots of their At- 
lantic clippers would continue to 
avoid Bermuda—where British cen- 
sors have been seizing American 
mail—except in case of adverse 

weather or mechanical trouble. 

Pan American's statement came 
after announcemen. Saturday by 
Secretary of State Hull that this 
Government was still opposed to 
seizure and censorship of United 
States mails on the Pritish island. 
Hull said he had not yet checked 
up on Pan American policy, though 
he said its planes seemed to be 
making an increasing number of 
stops at Bermuda.

In the first grades of grammar schoo] we don’t em- 
phasize the a-b-c’s as of old, nor do we stress syllables, but a 
child ought to get the latter training before he reaches 
the fifth grade. Although Jim is 17, he cannot read as well as a 
nomal fourth grader. A common mistake of children is their at- 
tempt to get the answer to a problem without going through the 
simple steps. Arithmetic and reading skill might well be com- 
pared to climbing a stairway. If you methodically take each 
step in order, you'll soon arrive at the successful conclusion.

If two consonants appear between 
a pair of vowels, we normally split the consonants, giving one 
to each vowel.

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Low Grades 
Often Due to 


Poor Vision

NE of the teachers in a grade 
Q) senooi heard that the psychol- 

ogy department in a nearby 
university was giving paper and 
pencil tests to children to deter- 
mine their I, Q. ratings. She had 
her entire class examined and 
found she had what she considered 
an unusually large group of low 
ratings. In talking this over with 
another teacher it was suggested 
that this same group be examined 
by a member of the staff of the Na- 
tional Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness. Nearly half the 
group had visual defects sufficient 
to interfere with their seeing 
critically and accurately. 
. This is a rather high finding, 
but, taking large groups of chil- 
dren with low intelligence ratings, 
it is found that about 10 per cent 
have visual defects which account 
for their low scores in intelligence 
tests. 

Supervision of school examina- 
tions for visual efficiency should 
be made much more exact and 
comprehensive than it now is. In 
some school systems the entire 
program for eye health is based 
on whether a child is able to read 
a 20-20 chart. Not much atten- 
tion is paid to what kind of a chart 
it is, whether one drawn to the 
scale of Snellen measurements or 
not; nor whether the tests are 
made according to controlled and 
consistent standards of lighting. 
This, of course, is not adequate if 
any large amount of good is to be 
done to directing improvement in 
vision in our schools. 

It would be a safe guess to as- 
sume that if the majority of school 
nurses were asked what visual de- 
fect is commonest among our 
school children they would reply 
near-sightedness. But the expe- 
rienced school ophthalmologist 
would reply far-sightedness. 

The most common eye difficulties 
found among elementary school 
children are: 


1. Errors of refraction of va- 
rious degrees occurring in the fol- 
lowing order of frequency: far- 
sightedness (hyperopia), astigma- 
tism and near-sightedness (my- 
opia). 


2. Failure of the two eyes to 
work together, forms of strabis- 
mus or squint—muscle intolerance. 

3. Eye diseases affecting the 
different parts of the eye such as 
corneal opacities, iritis, recurrent 
pink eye, ingrowing eyelashes. 

4. Congenital and hereditary dis- 
eases of the eye. 

Color blindness may go on for 
years, even to adult life, without 
the person who is color blind or 
anyone else being aware of it. 
Your dog evidently doesn’t realize 
any defect in his vision. Yet we 
are told he is totally deficient in 
color discrimination and sees the 
whole world as pale gray. Brown, 
red, blue and white details are 
missing in the dog’s world. The 
child with color blindness has the 
same thing. Yet much of his pro- 
ficiency in school work may depend 
on his acute color discrimination.

“West opened the three of spades 
and the moment the dummy was 
laid down South made some bitter 

remarks about his partner’s bidding. 
(Obviously, the grand-slam contract 
would require a successful finesse 
in hearts or clubs, and, moreover, 
declarer would have to guess which 
to take). The gist of South's re 
marks was that North had had no 
right to bid two spades over the 
diamonds, that with his compara- 
tively meager top strength, and 
with a six-card club suit as against 
a four-card spade suit, it would 
have been far more logical, and 
safer, merely to rebid the clubs. 
South claimed that the implications 
of North’s two-spade ‘reverse’ bid 
had justified him in going to the 
grand siam. 

“It seemed to me that South's 
points were well taken. However, as 
things turned out, this was all 
merely academic (and highly iron- 
ical) since South proceeded to ful- 
fill the contract. 

“Dummy’s three top spades were 
cashed immediately. Declarer, after 
considerable thought, discarded 
three hearts. The club finesse then 
was taken. When it succeeded, de- 
clarer entered his own hand with 
the heart ace, drew trumps and 
claimed the balance. 

“The opponents, who had taken 
South’s lecture of North to mean 
that the contract was hopeless, 
were none too pleased about the 
whole thing. Their main cause of 
disappointment was that South had 
taken the winning club finesse in- 
stead of the losing heart finesse. 
‘On what had he based his choice,’ 
they wanted to know. 

“South's answer seemed to me to 
be logical. He pionted out that with 
clubs, diamonds and spades bid by 
himself and partner, West very 
likely would have opened the unbid 
suit, hearts, if he had not had rea- 
son to fear that lead, and his only 
good reason could be the possession 
of the heart king. This made the 
club finesse the better bet, by far. 

“Don’t you agree that South's 
reasoning was sound, although ad- 
mittedly it was a hair-splitting de- 
cision? R. B., Chicago.” 


The very fact that South was 
faced with a hair-splitting decision 
made his choice all the more com- 
mendable. I also agree with his 
criticism of North’s bidding.
